From Instots.—In the Memoirs of the Academy of 
Sciences there are some interesting observations an two 
minute animals, one of which is very remarkable for its | 
phosphorescent qualities.

Antiauitres. The Diar di Roma gives an account 
of an interesting discovery of objects of ancient art, 
made on the 11th ult. in making some repairs near 
the Monastery of St. Lucia. Ata very small depth in 
the ground, the workmen found a finger and a frag- 
ment of the arm of astatue. This gave occasion to 
further searches ; and on digging to the depth of only 
a few palms, five statues, of the size of life, were dis- 
covered among some rubbish. ‘Three of these statues 
are Fauns in different attitudes ; one. & Silenus ; and 
the fifth represents one of the Appides. ‘The most 
perfect of the Fauns has the head; the others, and 
the Sileous, want the head, or some other parts, which 
it is hoped, will be found. The workmanship is ex- 
tremely beautiful, and the original lustre of the sar- 
face is still preserved. ‘There have also been discov- 
ered, a column of dark brown coler, about two palms 
in diameter ; another sinaller ; and part of an ancient 
wall. On exploring the interior of this wall, to the 
height of abont ten palms, and in breadth to about two 
and ahalf, it was found to be faced with marble. 
The pavement before it is entire, is constructed of 
miurble ef various colors and forms. At the distance

MR. PERKINGS'S STEAD ENGINE. 

Mr. Perkins’s invention is founded on a most 
valuable discovery—that water is capable of 
enduring an elevation of temperature even to 
a red heat, or perhaps an indetimte extent, by 
being subjected to a very bigh degree of pres- 
sure : wich presssre. while it permits the ex- 
pension ef the molecules of water as a fluid. 
prevents their further expansion. or the liquid 
assuming the gaseous form of steam. 

Instead of the boiler of the ordinary engines. 
Mr. P. substitutes a cylinder which he terms 
the generator. ‘This cylinder is made of gua 
meial (the most tenacious and least Hable to 
oxidation) of about three inches in thickness, 
closed at both ends, with a valve in the top.
